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MEMORANDA. 
DECEMBER QUARTER, 1924. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 30th September, 1924, was—males, 1,142,118; females, 
1,097,771; total, 2,239,889. The increase since 30tk September, 1923, 

was 40,081, and since the census in April, 1921, 137,921. 

Vital Statisties—December Quarter, 1924.—New South Wales—The births 
registered in December quarter numbered 13,318, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°79 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 4,887, which is 
equivalent to 8°73 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,727 marriages registered was 8-44. Compared with 
the average of the December quarter of the preceding five years the 
death rate was 8 per cent., the marriage-rate was 8 per cent., and the 
birth-rate 6 per. cent. lower. 

Sydney and Suburts.—-The births registered in December quarter. 
numbered 5,539, equivalent to a rate of 22-27 per 1,000 of population pez. 
annum: of the total, 2,787 were males and 2,752 females. The rateis7 per 
cent. below the average of December quarter of the previous five years. 

The deaths in Decembe: quarter numbered 2,245, namely, 1,125 males 
and 1,120 females. The mortality rate of 9°03 per 1,000 of population 
per annum is 6 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the December~ 
guarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups, except 
5 years and over. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 58°1 per 1,000 
births, and is 17 per cent. below the average for the December quarter 
of the previous five years. 

Trade of New South Wales.—Imyports.—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the December quarter, 1924, were valued at 
£15,201,808, and show an increase in value of £296,620 in comparison 
with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. Separating; 
merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of merchandise 
increased by £301,428, and gold decreased by £4,808. The total oversea; 
imports for the year ended 30th June, 1924, were £58,225,040, an 
increase of £3,214,957 in comparison with the previous financial year. 


Exports.—-The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
December quarter, 1924, amounted to £19,409,151 being an increase in 
value of £5,303,942, as compared with the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), 
the exports of merchandise increased by £5,303,744 and the gold exports 
increased by £198. For the year ended 30th June, 1924, the total 
oversea exports were £43,147,146, being an increase of £565,224 com- 
pared with the figures of the previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.-—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in December quarter, 
1924, were valued at £20,651,337. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—-

During the six months ended 3lst December, 1924, the Oversea Imports 
at the port of Sydney were valued at £29,606,156, and the Interstate 
Imports by sea at Sydney were £11,582,029. For the same period the 
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tonnages of the goods imported were as follows :-—Oversea, 721,641; 
Interstate, 361,680; State, 962,450;. Total, 2,045,771 ; and the tran- 
shipments—Oversea, 73,644 ; (gine 75,602; State, 26,258; Total, 
175,504. 

Public Finanees—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the revenue for the 
December quarter, 1924, was £9,207,367, being an increase of £437,451 ; 
as compared with December quarter, 192: 5 3 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 31st Decem- 
ber, 1924, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: 
Income Tax, SQ A277 5 Stamp Duties, £34,131; Railways, 23, 51s 
Tramways, ‘£2 5,026; Motor Vehicle Tax, £23, DIO: Licenses, Motor 

Tratlie Act, £8,984 ; Foran sie &e., £18,: 285); "Conditional Pur- 

chase Instalments, £13,454. 

Ihe expenditure during December quarter, 1924, was £9,423,302, an 
increase of £829,379, as compared with December quarter of previous 
year. 

There were increases of expenditure during the December quarter, 
1924, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of—Business 
Undertakings, £519,506 ; and Interest, £395,943. 


Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 
during the years ended 30th June, 1923 and 1924, and the half-years 
ended 31st December , 1923 and 1994 ——

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for December quarter, 1924, in com- 
parison with the previous quarter, show an increase in deposits, including 
Commonwealth Savings Bank Deposits, cf £3,947,259, and were 
£5,688,201 more than in December quarter, 1925. 

Advances in December quarter, 1924, were £4,901,389 less than in 
September quarter, 1924, and £4,614,117 less than in December 
quarter, 1923. 

The statement below affords a comparison of the current position with 
that of three months ago and twelve months ago. The transactions of 
the Commonwealth Bank are included :—

The proportion of coin, bullion, and Australian notes to total liabilities 
at 3lst December, 1924, was 18°5 per cent. 
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Gold Production.—The gold yield during December quarter, 1924, was 
5,659 oz. crude equal io 5,067 oz. fine, valued at £21,523, and showed 
an increase of £5,152 in value, compared with December quarter, 1923. 
The go'd produced dwing the year ended 31st December, 1924, wes 
20,384 oz. crude equal to 18,685 oz. fine and £79,370 in value. 


Land Selections.—In the half-year ended 21st December, 1924, there were 
548 applications for 445,822 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned 
Soldiers’ Settlement Act; and 419,613 acres, representing 743 
blocks, were set apart for original holdings, which include areas 
for returned soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1924, 
the number of applications was 1,353, and the area applied for 
1,213,731 acres. The lands set apart for original holdings in the 
year were 1,199,013 acres, representing 1,428 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that during 
December, 1924, the prices of meat were 48 per cent. higherthan in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 53 per cent. higher} 
and the prices for the two combined were 514 per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed an increase of 1 per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (November). Prices of meat were 
1 per cent. higher than in November, and other food and groceries were 
1 per cent. dearer. Flour, tea, coffee, eggs and potatoes were dearer, 


while batter, cheese and onions were cheaper. 


Compared with the corresponding month (December) of 1923, meat 
was practically the same; other food and groceries were 9 per cent. 
cheaper; and the two combined were 7 per cent. cheaper. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the December quarter, 1924, the general level 
of wholesale prices increased by 4 per cent. and is now 30 per cent. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 


During the quarter there was an increase of 11 per cent. in the index 
number of agricultural produce, 8 per cent. in textiles and 14 percent. 
jn meat, while dairy produce decreased by 9 per cent. and chemicals by 
7 per cent. 


Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 60 
commodities remained unchanged during the December quarter, 
19 increased, and 21 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the year ended 31st December, 1924, numbered 
10,019 as compared with 11,011 during the year ended 31st December, 
1923. 


The suburbs in which the greatest activity was evident were :— 
Canterbury (with 1,231 new buildings), Randwick (with 1,149), Wil- 
loughby (with 853), and Waverley (with 695). 


Country Municipalities.—During the year ended 31st December 
1924, permission was granted in country Municipalities to erect 
5,902 new buildings, of the value of £3,747,801 as compared with 
6,026 of a value of £3,759,126, during the year ended 31st. 
December, 1923. 
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Meteorology.—The total rainfall in October was above average over most 
of the northern districts of New South Wales and in parts of the 
southern and south-western inland divisions. Elsewhere the rain was 
below average, but shortages were not great, except on the south coast, 
parts of the Hunter and Manning districts, and a few inland areas. 
Frosts were experienced on the highlands on several occasions, and 
between the 6th and 9th October there was snow on the extreme 
southern tablelands. Phenomenally heavy rain fell over most of the 
State during November causing floods and extensive damage to crops in 
some localities. ‘The total monthly rainfall was above the normal over 
the whole State, except the extreme north-west corner and two coastal 
stations. Heavy downpours during the first two weeks caused serious 
floods, move particularly in the north-east inland areas where the rivers 
Barwon, MacIntyre and Namoi rose above flood-level, and the Murray 
rose slightly above flood-level at Albury. Rough weather and gales off 
the coast were experienced on a few occasions. In December very cool 
weather prevailed due to southerly winds. Storms caused some damage 
and shipping was hampered. Rainfall for December was above normal 
over most of the central and sonth coastal areas, the sonthern table- 
lands, the Riverina, and in other scattered inland districts. Very 
heavy falls were registered on the far south coast. 


Labour Conditions in Deeembsr Quarter, 1924.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of December there were about 3,500 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 3,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included engine- 
drivers and firemen, boilermake:s, electrical-workers, saddlers, woot 
and basil workers, textile workers, coal-lumpers, wharf labourers, 
carters, and theatrical employces. Employment was good for 
plasterers, stonemasons and plumbers in the building trades, and there 
was a scarcity of women for domestic work. 


During the December quarter 8,110 men and 1,068 women 
applied at the State Labour Exchanges for employme.t; 7,806 men 
and 2,70] women were sought by employers through the agency of 
the Exchanges, and 6,845 men and 1,655 women were placed in 
positions. In the previous quarter 11,040 persons applied for 
employment, 10,241 positions were made available, and 8,582 persons 
were placed in positions. 


During the year 1924, the number of p:rsons registered for employ- 
ment at the State Labour Exchanges was 39,856, viz., 35,1383 men and 
4,723 women ; the number of persons sought by employers was 37,032, 
viz., 26,466 men and 10,566 women; 30,651 persons were sent to 
employment—23,873 men and 6,778 women. 


Dislocations.—During the Decembex quarter 57,326 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 140.243 working days. In the previous quarter 
52,647 employees were involved, with the loss of 170,884 days. 


The time lost through industrial dispute dislocations in 1924 was 
639,769 days as compared with 889,562 during the previous year. 


Changes in Wages.—There were slight decreases in wages affected by 
Federal awards during the December quarter, 1924.

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KO. 51.—New South Wales Estimated Wheat Harvest, 1924-25. 


A preliminary estimate of the wheat harvest of the season, 1924-25, was published by the 
Government Statistician on the 9th January, 1925. 


The harvest ia estimated at 20,277,400 bags, equivalent (on the basis of 3 bushels per bag) to 
60,832,000 bushels of grain. The yield of hay was 549,000 tons. ‘Lhe total area sown with wheat was 
slightly greater than the estimate made in July last, being 3,929,700 acres. Of this area 3,504,300 acres 
were harvested for grain, 395,300 acres for hay, and 30,100 acres either failed or were fed off. The 
average vield of grain was 17'4 bushels per acre, or 6’2 bushels greater than the average in the State for 
the past ten seasons. The total production represents an increase of 27,792,0co bushels of grain and 
decrease of 151,000 tons of hay compared with the harvest of the r~=vious season. 


The rainfall dering the early months of the year was favourable, and, although in March and 
May the rain was deficieat, the germination of the seed was very even. ‘he rainfall in June was below 
normal, but sufficient to induce a good growth in the crops. During the succeeding months the rainfall 
was ample for all requirements, and a good harvest was assured. In November the excessive rainfall 
caused fears that the harvest would b: damage by floods; but the danger passed without material 
loss to the crops, the new harvesting machinery enabling fallen or tangled crops to be successfully 
gathered. 


The yield per acre for the State, 17-4 bushels, has only been exceeded once, viz., in 1920-21 when 
it was 17°8 bushels per acre. 


The number of growers in the current season is 17,601 or 192 less than in last season.

EstImMaTED WHEAT SURPLUS. 


The stocks of old season’s wheat and flour held in New South Wales at the end of November, 1924 
were (in equivalent wheat) 2,223,000 bushels. 


If the estimated production during 1924-25 of 60,832,000 bushels be added to this, there is 
available 63,055,000 bushels. 


The demand for wheat for local consumption is eiastic, and varies according to the nature of the 
pastoral season and the prices obtained. 


The maximum requirements, including seed wheat, may be estimated at approximately 
17.520,0co bushels, so that there should bea surplus of at least 45 000,000 bushels available for export.
